This is as 
much liionoy as tho United States fur- 
nishes each year for tho support of her 
homo and foreign missions. As a nation 
of churches wo are still further humiliated 
to .learn that we expend £8,OOU,000 a yeai 
more to.purchase chewing gum thau wo 
give for tho maintenance of tho clergy of 
all denominations.

sugar, 4 eggs, a half pound of sponge 


. cake, a 'teaspoonful of vanilla and 1 


pint of cream. Heat the cream to boil- 
ing slowly, stirring frequently. Add 
the sugar, chocolate and gelatin, and 
when these are dissolved add a spoonful 
at a time to the beaten yolks. Set back 
in tho saucepan of boiling water aud 
stir five minutes until very hot, but do 
not let it boil. Take it off the stove and 
whip or churn to n standing froth, add- 
ing the beaten whites toward the last. 
Line a mold with cake, fill the mixture 
and set on ice before serving. 


How to Mako Coconnnt BlucoJt. 


Mix -well together one grated cocoa- 


nut, half a pound of white sugar, and 
the well beaten whites of "2 eggs. 
Break off with a fork pieces the size of 
a walnut. Place them in pyramid form 
on a. well buttered paper. 'Bake them in 
a very slow oven, as they must dry out 
without becoming discolored.

"That was an accident," continued Ad- 


miral Rowe, "It really could not' be 
counted OD. Jso; if there is to bo a war, 
it will be a naval war. The land forces 
will play a minor part, and in discussing 
it wo must realize that the chief work 
must bo done upon the water. There 
would, of course,-be some operations on 
the Canadian frontier, but even there we 
aro not so strong as sorno people think. 


"We have neither fortifications 
nor 


ships on the great lakes, while Canada has 
both. The Canadian frontier is bristling 
with fortifications. 
With hor ship canals 


she could fill the great lakes with gun- 
boats in short order, and we have nothing 
to contend against them. As long ago as 
1S91 I buoought our government to put 
two warships in the lakes aud form a 
naval station, with a commodore in com- 
mand. I commanded on the lakes during 
a part of tbe war of the rebellion and 
then learned by practical experience tho 
importance of protecting them. But, as 
usual, nothing was done. 
> 


"It is a knotty problem. I don't know 


what they are going to do. Wo navy peo- 
ple have been praying for years for fortifl 
cations and guns and ships. Now th 
time has come when wo ought to be pro 
pared, and we ain't. Wo have got mud 
more than we had ton years ago, but noth 
ing that would stop an armored ship. We 
could perhaps mako an end of British com 
rnorce, and our commerce destroyers woult 
render invaluable service, but even if wi 
did would it force England to shorten thi 
war by a single day? It never has done so 
before. 


"Tho navy is not anxious to fight. I 


think that it is is a mistaken impression 
No ouo certainly w.ho has soon the deplor- 
able-results of lighting In-anxious to enter 
another war. As to tho relative fighting 
merits of the English and Ainericau na- 
vies, that has not been .tried since 1813 
and remains to bo scon. I think this whole 
matter will sot our statesmen to thinking. 
Wo could have finished the war of -tho-re- 
bellion in 18 months if wo had been pre- 
pared for it.

"I cannot understand tho warlike senti- 


ment which has sprung up in tills country 
in tho past year. Every body seems anxious 
to have a fight of iiome sort. It is a regu- 
lar fever, an epidemic. Have people for- 
gotten what war means? It is 80 years 
since tho last war, and the country has 
Hot recovered from the blow yet." • • 
'•'• 


A naval ofllccr in active sorvico, who 


said that ho could not permit- tho use of 
his name, as it was contrary to tho regu- 
lations, said that our navy could put up a 
strong fight- oven now, but, it was ques- 
tionable whether the injury which it could 
do to'England's commerce would balance 
the damage which the latter,-with its pre- 
ponderating naval strength, could do to 
American property in tho seaboard cities. 


England today possesses something like 


12,000 ships, sail and steam. The total 
number a couple of years ago was 11,UOO, 
with a gross tonnage of 13,91)9,951; Her 
Imports in 1803 amounted to £-123,793,883 
and her exports to £291,640,106.
